AMERICANS COULD USE 
CRASH COURSE IN SOAP

Washing your hands after using the bathroom—not to 
mention after touching any number of public surfaces, 
from doorknobs to subway handrails to oh-so-disgust- 
ing toilet flush levers—is a basic rule of hygiene. Yet 
we don’t always do it properly, if at all, which is particu- 
larly ill-advised behavior during flu season, when germy 
hands are common gateways to infection. 

Respondents to a recent survey said they washed 
their hands an average of 87 percent of the time after 
using a public restroom, and 62 percent said they have 
rinsed their hands post-bathroom without using soap. 
The survey of more than 1,000 people in the US. was 
conducted by Bradley Corp., manufacturer of wash- 
room accessories. Women are significantly better hand 
washers than men. 

Those self-reported findings echo habits observed 
in a 2010 study from the American Society for Micro- 
biology and the American Cleaning Institute, a trade 
association for the soap and detergent industry, which 
sent observers into public restrooms to record people’s 
hand-washing habits. They saw 85 percent of people 
wash their hands, an improvement from 77 percent in 
2007. In a survey that was part of that same study, 77 
percent of respondents said they always clean their 
hands before handling or eating food. Only 39 percent 
said they always wash their hands after coughing or 
sneezing. 

Considering that people absent-mindedly touch their 
faces an average of 16 times an hour, according to a 2008 
study by researchers at the University of California at 
Berkeley School of Public Health, and risk transferring 
germs from their dirty hands to their eyes, noses and 
mouths, lazy hand washers could use a refresher. 


» The dirtiest parts of 
your hand are under and 
around your fingernails, 
not your palms, accord- 
ing to Elaine Larson, as- 
sociate dean for research 
at Columbia University 
School of Nursing. 


» The key is to cover all 
surfaces of the hands, in- 
cluding between the fin- 
gers and in the crevices 
around fingernails, with a 
good amount of friction, 
Larson said. 


» Using soap is impor- 
tant, not because it kills 
bacteria, but because 

it acts as an emulsifier 
to slip the germs off the 
hands, she said. 


» Washing your hands 
should take about 20 
seconds, or about two 
rounds of singing “Happy 
Birthday,” according 

to Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 


» The temperature of 
hand-washing water 
doesn’t matter, Larson 
said. 


» Hand sanitizers are a 
convenient alternative to 
hand-washing. Pick one 
that is at least 60 percent 
alcohol. Use enough so 
that your hands are wet 
for 10 seconds so it has 
enough time to kill the 
bacteria, Larson said.

Pohlad said. After he was shot at Ford’s The- 
ater in 1865, and his clothes were removed, 
the president had more of a tough-guy 
physique than most would have imagined, 
Pohlad said. 

“Apparently people kind 
of gasped to see how 
strong he was,” he 
said. 

Pohlad guesses 
that while we 
deal with empty 
pocketbooks, 
economic in- 
stability and 
international 
strife, maybe 
that ass-kicking 
Lincoln is exact- 
ly what our coun- 
try wants to see. 

“People think, ‘We 
really need a man of ac- 
tion to lift us out of the dol- 
drums,’ ” he said. Lincoln’s great- 
ness, partly as a president who could speak 
to the masses and get things done, came at 
a time of huge tension during the Civil War 
and the end of slavery, one of the darkest pe- 
riods in American history. “He was 
living in the most violent time 
our country has known.” 

The Steven Spiel- 
berg movie “Lin- 
coln,” which prom- 
ises to be a bit 
more authentic 
than the vam- 
pire-slaying 
portrayal, rais- 
es historians’ 
hopes for more 
attention to the 
man who often 
tops lists of the 
greatest presidents 
in history. 

“This is a great thing. 
I have no doubt there will 
be fictionalized parts of this 
movie,” Cornelius said. But those 
fictionalizations are “not a new thing.” 

There were comic books about Lincoln 
in the ’50s and the character of Abraham 
Lincoln has been featured in movies as 
long as they've been made. His traditional 
stovepipe hat is still gracing graphic novels,

fiction books and TV shows, as well as in- 
numerable nonfiction works. 
There are always new areas of Lincoln’s 
life to explore. Cornelius points to the 
newest Lincoln movie for 
myth-busting one thing 
about the former 
president: his voice. 
Day-Lewis has 
reportedly said 
he purposely 
didn’t make 
Lincoln’s 
voice boom- 
ing and 
deep, instead 
choosing 
what experts 
say is a more 
accurate tone. 
“Lincoln had 
a high, thin, reedy 
voice with a very no- 
ticeable Kentucky twang 
his whole life,” Cornelius said. 
“And the voice is going to sound very un- 
expected to the public.” 
Regardless of whether historians ap- 
prove of every moment in the new flick— 
or whether they say the vampire 
hunter version of Lincoln is 
so absurd as to be laugh- 
able—they also say 
the more frequent 
pop culture ap- 
pearances for 
Illinois’ main 
man are a 


very good 
thing. 
“At least 


people are 
starting to 
think of this 
history as just 
not engraved 
in stone,” Pohlad 
said, adding that the 
200-year anniversary of 
his birth sort of “came and 
went quietly in 2009.” The re- 
newed interest is totally welcome, he said. 
“It takes a minute for the country to say, 
‘Oh, yeah. Right. It’s about time we re-ex- 
amined Lincoln.’”

His kind

From the Abraham Lincoln Book Shop on 
the Near North Side to the Lincoln Restau- 
rant featuring Abe’s mug on the sign in North 
Center, you can’t hang out in Chicago and 
escape seeing our 16th president. Hey, the 
phrase “Land of Lincoln” is stamped on our 
license plates, for Pete’s sake. 

Though Lincoln obviously made his name 
in the state capital, Springfield, Chicago gets 
plenty of Lincoln love, too. Honest Abe actu- 
ally visited Chicago plenty of times. In fact, 
after he was assassinated, his wife Mary Todd 
Lincoln moved to Chicago with two of her 
sons. 

“I think people need to know that Chicago 
occupied a special place in Lincoln’s heart,” 
said DePaul professor and Lincoln expert 
Mark Pohlad, who said the president visited 
the city at least a dozen times. “He and Mary 
had plans to retire here. ... They loved it.” 

The city is dotted with interactions with 
the man who would later go on to sign the 
Emancipation Proclamation that ended slav- 
ery in 1863. 

“Something like a third of the city saw his 
body” after his death, Pohlad said. “Lincoln 
would still recognize Lake Street and all the 
photographers’ studios that he stopped in.” 

He also might recognize his own name, 
which made an unexpected appearance on 
some sample ballots this election cycle. A 
25-year-old Chicago woman was surprised 
to see Lincoln and Stephen Douglas listed 
as candidates instead of President Obama 
and Mitt Romney on her ballot this elec- 
tion Tuesday. Gov. Quinn frequently refers 
to Lincoln in speeches and when disgraced 
former Gov. Rod Blagojevich was arrested on 
corruption charges, prosecutors specifically 
called out Blagojevich as an embarrassment 
to Lincoln. 

Though Kentucky was where Lincoln was 
born, James M. Cornelius, curator at the 
Abraham Lincoln Presidential Library and 
Museum said Illinois was “the only place he 
ever chose to live.” 

As to whether Chicago might have been 
Lincoln’s home had he not been the target of 
an assassin’s bullet, Cornelius said it’s impos- 
sible to know. 

“It’s hard to imagine that he wouldn’t have 
spent a lot more time in Chicago after [his 
term in office},” he said. “He would have 
been much in demand. And Mary would have 
liked all the shopping.”

Same-sex marriage advocates are reveling in their four victories at the 
ballot box after 32 straight defeats, calling the results in Maine, Mary- 


land, Minnesota and Washington state on Tuesday a sea change for the 


gay rights movement. 


“When the history books are written, 2012 will be remembered as 
the year when LGBT Americans won decisively at the ballot box,” said 
Chad Griffin, head of Human Rights Campaign, a gay rights advocacy 
group. “The dreams of millions of fair-minded Americans were realized 
as discrimination crumbled and equality prevailed.” 

The re-election of President Obama, who in May said he supported 
gay marriage, and the election of Tammy Baldwin, who will be the first 
openly gay U.S. senator, further buoyed their hopes that the country is 


changing. 


“It’s hard not to say that this was a huge 
turning point, a tipping point kind of a year,” 
said Matt McTighe, campaign manager of 
Mainers United for Marriage. Maine’s initia- 
tive asked voters if the state should be allowed 
to issue marriage licenses to same-sex couples; 
“yes” on Question I won 53 percent to 47 per- 
cent. Maine had voted down gay marriage by 
the same margin in 2009. 

Mainers United used a unique tactic in win- 
ning its initiative: In the span of three years, it 
sent staffers and volunteers around the state 
to knock on doors and change people’s minds. 
Though results are preliminary, McTighe said 
the campaign did well in the areas where it fo- 
cused canvassing efforts, which could serve as 
a lesson to other states planning gay marriage 
initiatives. 

“Maine is a prime example of a kind of 
state that really can be looked at as a model 
for future states because we are a state where 
we lost before,” he said. “We proved that just 
because voters have voted one way, you can 
change hearts and minds, there is a way to do 
it. We have the playbook and it’s something

that can be utilized in any state.” 

Proponents of traditional marriage say 
there’s no big message to be read in the elec- 
tion results. After all, these were Democratic 
states and do not represent the rest of the 
country, said Frank Schubert, the California 
campaign consultant who ran the traditional 
marriage campaigns in all four states. 

“It was a good night for them, but it doesn’t 
portend any significant change in the coun- 
try,” he said. “It may actually end up helping 
us long-term.” 

The votes may energize supporters of tra- 
ditional marriage, whose financial resources 
were spread thin this election. Polling shows 
that if gay marriage had been put to a nation- 
wide vote, it would have been rejected Tues- 
day, Schubert said. 

“The American people continue to view 
marriage as a union between one man and one 
woman,” he said. “There’s nothing about last 
night that changes that.” 

The fact that all four states were outside the 
Bible Belt did play a role in the victory for gay 
marriage advocates, said Edward Schiappa, a

professor at the University of Minnesota who 
has followed the marriage battle there. But 
there were other important factors too. For 
one thing, some church groups, including the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of America in 
Minnesota, endorsed gay marriage, allowing 
religious voters to support initiatives allowing 
same-sex couples to marry. For another, gay 
marriage advocates had a better ground game 
than they did in California in 2008, when they 
relied too heavily on advertising. 

And lastly, he said, conservatives are start- 
ing to learn that scaring voters into voting 
against gay marriage may not work much lon- 
ger, he said. 


“The fear appeals relied upon by opponents 
of same-sex marriage appear to have run their 
course,” he said, referring to arguments made 
by opponents that children will be exposed to 
homosexuality at school, and that religious in- 
stitutions will be threatened by gay marriage. 
“This time, these arguments failed to per 
suade a majority, suggesting a growing num- 
ber of voters simply found them unpersuasive 
or implausible.” 

Supporters of the law, which was signed 
by Maryland’s Democratic Gov. Martin 
O'Malley, won by 100,000 votes. 

On Jan. 1, Maryland will become the first 
state below the Mason-Dixon line to allow

same-sex marriage, just six months after North 
Carolina passed a constitutional amendment 
banning same sex marriage by a 2-1 margin. 

Minnesota voters rejected a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment on same-sex marriage, 
although gay marriage still is against the law 
in the state. Only 49 percent of voters sup- 
ported the law, which had been polling neck 
and neck in the days before the election. 

Because most of Washington votes by mail- 
in ballot, final results weren’t yet available in 
the state, which was also voting whether to 
support a pro-gay marriage law passed by the 
state legislature. But the latest results on Mea- 
sure 74, which received hefty donations from 
Bill and Melinda Gates and New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, show that supporters of 
the law were leading 52 percent to 48 percent. 

Both sides now will look to the Supreme 
Court to make the next move. It will decide 
whether to hear cases regarding California’s 
Prop. 8 and the Defense of Marriage Act, 
both of which were struck down by appeals 
courts. If it does decide to hear those cases, 
the court likely will rule next year.

Pass the pot? 

Pro-pot groups on Wednesday cheered 
passage of referendums legalizing rec- 
reational marijuana in Colorado and 
Washington states as the “light at the 
end of the tunnel” in their 50-year cam- 
paign to make the drug legal nationwide. 

But Colorado Gov. John Hickenlooper 
warned it’s too soon to “break out the 
Cheetos,” because his state must still 
navigate federal laws before citizens can 
legally buy and sell cannabis. 

The Drug Enforcement 
Administration quickly tried to spoil the 
Rocky Mountain high, issuing a state- 
ment Wednesday morning saying the 
DEA's “enforcement of the Controlled 
Substances Act remains unchanged.” 


Caution: Cliff ahead 

A day after an election that both parties 
agreed was a mandate to find compro- 
mise and avoid the so-called fiscal cliff, 
Democratic and Republican congres- 
sional leaders continued to sharply 
disagree over the key issue of whether 
top tax rates should be raised to help re- 
solve the looming crisis. 

Republicans said higher rates would 
damage the economy, while Democrats 
said it was the only equitable way to 
tackle the debt. 

Congress faces an end-of-the-year 
deadline before massive spending cuts 
kick in and tax breaks begin to expire, in- 
cluding the Bush-era tax cuts at the end 
of December. 


In Puerto Rico... 

In an overshadowed contest, Puerto 
Ricans voted in favor of statehood in a 
nonbinding referendum, marking the 
first time such an initiative garnered a 
majority. 

Puerto Ricans were asked about their 
desires in two parts. First, by a54 percent 
to 46 percent margin, voters rejected 
their current status as a U.S. common- 
wealth. In a separate question, 61 percent 
chose statehood as the alternative, com- 
pared with 33 percent for the semi-au- 
tonomous “sovereign free association” 
and 6 percent for outright independence. 

An economic downturn and shrinking 
population were the factors that contrib- 
uted to the support for statehood, where 
referendums in 1967, 1993 and 1998 
failed, Puerto Rico Secretary of State 
Kenneth McClintock said.

NEW YORK A wintry storm dropped 

snow and rain on the Northeast on 
Wednesday, bringing dangerous winds and 
knocking out power in a region where hun- 
dreds of thousands still were in the dark after 
Superstorm Sandy. 

The nor’easter brought fresh misery to 
thousands in New Jersey, New York and Con- 
necticut, where homes were destroyed by San- 
dy when it smashed ashore Oct. 29, bringing 
historic flooding and high winds. The storm 
killed 120 people in the US. and Canada. 

Some 22,000 homes and businesses from the 
Carolinas to New York lost power Wednesday, 
joining the more than 640,000 customers who 


still lacked electricity after one of the biggest 
and costliest storms ever to hit the country. 

New York and NewJersey evacuated the most 
vulnerable coastal areas ahead of the nor’easter, 
which was forecast to bring a high tide about 
2 feet above normal by early Thursday. 

No major flooding was reported during the 
storm’s first hours, though New York warned 
residents whose homes had flooded during 
Sandy to consider moving to friends’ homes on 
higher ground or to city shelters. 

Christine Jones, 73, said she had continued 
to live without heat or power in her beachside 
apartment building in coastal Far Rockaway in 
New York—even though it means climbing the

stairs to her roth-floor apartment with a flash- 
light in hand.

In any case, Jones’ 1999 Buick was dead af- 
ter water from the Atlantic Ocean washed over 
it during Sandy, leaving her with no means to 
evacuate the narrow peninsula she calls home.

COUNTRY—MAKE THAT ALOT COUNTRY

If you don’t know a lot about Jimmy Butler, 
Bulls fans, it’s understandable. He didn’t see a 
lot of action as a rookie last season. 

His sophomore campaign will be different 
as No. 21 is expected to contribute a lot more 
this season. But the question remains: who is 
Jimmy Butler? 

The answer may surprise you. 

He hails from Tomball, Texas, a small town 
of about 11,000 people that’s 34 miles north 
of Houston. Given that proximity, one might 
think Butler would have big-city tendencies. 

But Butler calls dinner “supper” and has an 
affinity for country music and cowboy boots. 
In fact, his boot collection is similar to most 
basketball players’ sneaker stashes. 

“T feel like it’s my own thing,” Butler said. 
“It’s not my way of being different; I just want 
my own style. Not too many people do it. I’m 
from Tomball, a small town—it’s country. But 
that’s where I’m from and I like wearing cow- 
boy boots. My teammates get a kick out of it, 
but it’s just like wearing Adidas, like wearing 
Jordans or wearing Nikes.” 

His teammates certainly enjoy teasing him 
about it. 

“You know, I guess that’s that Texas swag,” 
said Joakim Noah, a New York native. “I 
mean, I’ve never met a black man that wore 
cowboy boots like that before.” 

Taj Gibson, another native New Yorker, 
was even less diplomatic. 

“Tt’s terrible, just terrible,” Gibson said. 
“But that’s his swag so I’m gonna roll with 
him. But it’s not me at all.” 

Butler didn’t wear cowboy boots as a kid; 
it wasn’t until he got to college that his inner 
cowboy was set free. “When I was at Mar- 


quette, everyone Bulls vs. . 
kept calling me Oklahoma City

ing I had cows in 

my backyard and 

stuff like that,” said Butler, who’s averaging 
4.5 points in 14 minutes per game this season. 
“So I was like, OK, you wanna call me a cow- 
boy? I'll show y’all a cowboy. 

“So I started wearing Wranglers, cowboy 
boots, hats, the belt buckles, all of that good 
stuff. And now that I’m here in Chicago, my 
teammates know that I love country music. 
They know that I own a guitar. So I figured 
why not play into the stereotype?” 

While many of Butler’s teammates aren’t 
familiar with the concept of the black cow- 
boy, Carlos Boozer is not one of them. After 
years playing for the Utah Jazz, he became ac- 
quainted with another NBA player who was 
about the cowboy life. 

“I’m used to seeing Karl Malone with the 
country gear on in Utah,” Boozer said. “So I 
told Jimmy that The Mailman does it too, but 
he goes all out. He has the belt buckle, the 
ten-gallon hat, all that. Jimmy doesn’t rock it 
like that.” 

Nate Robinson, Butler’s closest friend on 
the team, is open to wearing cowboy gear, but 
with conditions. 

“I told him Pll wear the cowboy stuff one 
day, but he’s got to wear Jordans and stuff that 
I like. And I told him, if I wear the cowboy 
gear, I’m going hard. I need the boots, the big 
belt buckle, the button-up shirt tucked in, the 
hat, the straw. See, he doesn’t do that; he does 
it half-ass. He’s a half-ass cowboy. I’m going all 
the way with it.”

It’s been a long time coming 

“We had always thought that ultimately, we want- 
ed to have a sit-down extension of our concept,” 
said co-owner Greg O'Neill, who opened the first 
location of Pastoral in East Lakeview with Ken 
Miller in 2004. “People have been asking for it and 
we've always wanted the opportunity to do it.” 
O'Neill and Miller opened a second location in the 
Loop and a third inside the Chicago French Market 
in the West Loop, but neither had enough sit- 
down space for a full-service restaurant. When the 
storefront opened up next door, they jumped on 
it.

Just like Pastoral’s retail wine selection, Bar 
Pastoral’s wine list is tightly edited and features 
small producers—some you can't find elsewhere 
in Chicago. Sixteen wines each are $10 a glass, 
including a sparkling wine on tap made especially 
for the restaurant by Michigan winery L. Mawby. 
There also will be three craft beers on tap and 
more by the bottle, sherries and cocktails show- 
casing spirits from one craft distiller per quar- 
ter. “We're not throwing the kitchen sink at you,” 
O'Neill said. “You get all sorts of choices, but ed- 
ited enough that we know about it, we can speak 
intelligently about it and we can pair it well [with 
food.]”

Save room for the ham 

When asked what three dishes RedEye readers 
should not miss, Camba named the cheese board, 
pizza nuts (“They’re pizza-flavored bar nuts with 
some podda cheese, which is kind of like a parme- 
san”) and roasted ham. “I just cooked off one of 
the hams that we had brined, and it’s pretty much 
off the hook,” Camba said. “I wanted to eat the 
entire thing, and | was like, ‘I have to save it for the 
restaurant and for staff training!’ It’s so freaking 
good, though.” 


It won’t be a scene 

Sure, the chef happens to be on TV, but “we're not 
looking to create a place that is packed to the gills 
like in Wrigleyville or Wicker Park or Bucktown. 
This is not meant to be this large din like you get in 
River North,” O’Neill said. “We're looking for it to be 
a little bit more of a refuge. So it’s not meant to be 
a loud, of-the-moment spot. It’s really meant to be 
the kind of place that people can enjoy and kind of 
escape to rather than need to escape from.” 


Don’t forget to look up 


Local lamp designer Ted Harris created lighting 


fixtures out of dairy antiques, so look for a chande- 


lier made from glass butter churns above the bar 
and lighting made from a milking device above a 

table for six. “We're calling it the udder table to be 
a little punny,” O’Neill said.

Chicago has an unusually rich history of pro- 
viding video game voices, a tradition that con- 
tinues with this week’s release of “Halo 4,” the 
latest game in the blockbuster franchise. 

Steve Downes, classic rock DJ for the high- 
ly rated Chicago morning radio show on The 
Drive, WDRYV, voices Master Chief in the 
series, while Jen Taylor, a Seattle actress who 
studied theater at Northwestern University, 
voices the character Cortana. 

The distinction may seem trivial, except 
the job of the video game voice actor, and the 
increasing pains developers take to match 
cinematic games with believable performanc- 
es, mirrors the growing ambitions of the in- 
dustry. The profession even has its own stars 
now, most of whom are based in Hollywood. 

But partly thanks to Chicago’s acting 
pool and its early place in the development 
of arcade games (a business that sprung 
somewhat from the loins of the Chicago 
pinball machine industry) many video game 
voices may sound familiar to Chicagoans.

Fashion expert Stacy London 
finds ‘Truth’ in personal style

For the record: Stacy London, 
longtime co-host of “What 
Not to Wear,” is wearing a 
glittery Christmas-tree-green 
pencil skirt, a black crew neck 
sweater with a cat’s face on the 
front, chunky green jewelry 
and a pair of textured stilet- 
tos with thick ankle straps.

(she’s been every size from 00 to 16); a 
lifelong fascination with fashion and its 
relationship to self-acceptance and confi- 
dence.

to style—and who London, 
after getting to know them, 
helps to find their best looks. 

London said that she was 
originally approached by her 
publisher to write a memoir. 

“T said, ‘I’m 43! I have more 
to do—I’m going to date some 
more people,” she said, laugh- 
ing. “It seemed a little early in 
life for that. But I really did want the op- 
portunity to dimensionalize myself more 
than the persona that you know from 
‘What Not to Wear.” (The show, on TLC 
since 2003, features “contributors” nomi- 
nated by their friends and families for their 
awful personal style. London and co-host 
Clinton Kelly, displaying an impressive 
balance of snark and empathy, trash the 
guests’ wardrobes, then work with them to 
effect an often dramatic transformation.) 
But London didn’t just want to share her 
own story. 

“I don't feel I’m interesting enough for 10 
whole chapters on me,” she said. “I wanted 


{readers} to see a range of women, to feel 
like you could see yourself in all of them or 
some of them, to make it feel more univer- 
sal than just my personal experience.” 

The message London wants to spread: 
that we should find joy in clothes that cel- 
ebrate us as we are, rather than succumb- 
ing to negative messages from magazines. 
(That’s long been a tenet of “What Not 
To Wear,” whose participants are never 
told that they should lose a few pounds.) 
Though London says she loves the creativ- 
ity and innovation of the fashion industry, 
she’s disturbed by “the idea that this indus- 
try is now dictating to the individual how 
she should feel about herself. That’s weird 
to me. It’s not like, say, the automotive 
industry makes us feel badly about our- 
selves.” It’s crucial, she says, to draw the 
line between fashion (the industry) and 
style (the individual). 

“T wrote the book because I wanted 
women to feel less alone,” she told an en- 
thusiastic crowd in Seattle. “What hap- 
pened is that I feel less alone.”
